Since taen 1 nave obtained, byk suit ana tareet of suit, 
some of t.^e most significant data on tue JFK assassination, waat was 
withheld from tue Warren Commission itself. 

And I do neve every expectation of getting more of tne 
withheld evidence. In tv/o esses I nave filed suits and in several 
more I nave them in rough draft. These otuer suits will be filed 
when I can revise tne drafts. 

Should you ever be in this area again and want, to see 
tnis evidence, I will be more tru n nappy to suow it to you. It is 
but an uour from, here to Vashington. 

It remains waat I regard as one of tue great tragedies of 
our day tuat tuose wuo consider themselves genuine liberals nave 
neither informed tnemselves nor seeked to inform themselves as tney 
can and teat in no case of wuiea x nave knowledge have they in any 
way helped witn viable work tue t has a chance of success. 

Much too late I have arranged publication of my work on tne 
'Hag case. It is toe essence of Bey’s defense today. After more than a 
year of tne most delicate negotiations, x vS§ §S?l/#?r B u a to BrwssrgE 
represent Pay. When I asked Bud if ae would do it, he considered it 
impossible. If the legal work is adequate, we should now get a public 
trial in one® of the assassinations where we do have the alleged 
evidence and in every aspect, no matter how minor, nave it thoroughly 
refuted. If you would like, i could probably arrange to lend you a set 
of page proofs. The publishers are small, just starting. I dsilined an 
offer from a major publisher, afraid of tee potential of tne material 
itself, to do waat ne descri^bad as a "sensationally written" book on 
waat A nave done rather taan tne evidence itself. Taat is not my "bag”. 

There was once a time when B^duiad we only extra copies of 
taree of tue books J " neve not been able to get printed. I asked him to 
send you the first psrt of waat was taen titled COUP D'ETAT, '■nstead he 
sent you the first part of POST MORTEM. The two nsrts of COUP D'ETAT 
have been contracted into this book on the ^ing/Rey esse only. In short- 
ening it, waat had to be eliminated (it is an enormous work) is several 
things I thought might interest you: tne involvement and protection of 
the most virulent racists, really fascists, and the politicial framing 
of Bobby Kennedy.
